and unpuintcd fences falling to decay. If had 
no look of Chicago about it. Take it up bodily 
and drop it out on the prairie, and its name 
I might be Licksk illct Station as well as any- 
thing else. The street was unpaved and* lit- 
tered with old boxes and mildewed papers, and 
a dozen absurd geese wandered about with 
rustic familiarity. Slatternly women lounged 
at the gate, and bare- legged children kept up 
an evidently traditional warfare of skirmish- 
ing with the geese. On the south side of the 
street not a house was touched. Ou the north 
only one remained. All the rest were simply 
ashes. There were no piles of ruin here. The 
wooden hovels left no landmarks except here 
and there a stunted chimney too squat to fall. 
The grade had been raised in places and left 
untouched in others, so that now, ns in the 
North division, the roads seemed like viaducts, 
and scorched and blackened trees seemed grow- 
ing out of sodded cellars. But of all the 
miserable plain stretching out before me to the 
burning coal heaps in the northern distance, I 
was only interested in the narrow block be- 
tween De Koven ani Taylor streets, now quite 
fiat and cool, with small gutter-boys marching 
through the lots, some kicking with bare feel 
in the light ashes for suspected and sporadic 
coals, and others prudently mounted on stills, 
which sunk from time to time in the spongy 
soil, and caused the young acrobats to descend 
igiiominiously aud pull them out. This was the 
Mecca of my pilgrimage, for here the fire begau. 
One squlid little hovel alone remained intact 
in all that vast expanse. A warped ni d 
weather-heated shanty of two rooms, perch id 
ou thin piles, with tin plates nailed half way 
down them like dirty pantalets. There was no 
shabbier hut in Chicago nor in Tipperary. 
But it stood there safe, while a city perislud 
before it and around il. It was preserved ly 
its own destructive significance. It was mane 
sacred by the curse that rested ou it — a cur e 
more deadly than tlmt which darkened t e 
lintels of the house of Thyesces. For out of 
that house, last Sunday night, came a woman 
with a lamp to the barn behind the house, to 
milk the cow with the crumpled temper, ill t 
kicked the lamp, that spilled the kerosene 
that fired the straw, t hat burned Chicago. Ai d 
there to this hour stands that craven little 
house, holding on tightly to jts miserable cxis - 
dice. 

••I stood on the sidewalk opposite, ns indut.v 
hound, calling up the appropriate emotions. A 
strange, wrinkled face on a dwarfi-h body 
came up and said, ‘That's a dhreadful sight’ 1 
assented, and lie continued in a melancholy 
croon: Forty year I li’ve lived here — and 

there wasn’t a brick bouse but wan, and that 
was the Lakeside House, and it’s gone now; an 
itv ye’ll heliive me, Soor, I never see a. fire 
Toike that.’ 1 believed him thoroughly, and 
he went away. My emotions not being satis- 
factory from a front view of the shanty 1 went 
around to the rear, and there found the man of 
the bouse sitting with two of his friends. His 
wife, Our Lady of the Limp — freighted with 
heavier disaster than that which Psyche carried 
to the bed-side of Eros — sat at the window 
knitting. 1 approached the mau of the house 
and gave him good dav. He glanced up with 
sleepy, furtive eyes. I asked him wliat he 
knew about the origin of the lire. He glanced 
at his friend t and said, civilly, lie knew very 
little; he was waked up about *J o’clock'ov the 
alarm, and fought from that time to savcjliis 
house; at every sentence he turned t> hs 
friends and said, ‘I can prove it by them, ’ to 
which they nodded assent. He seemed f ar- 
f’ul tii at all Chicago was coming down upon 
him tor prompt and integral payment of t h at 
•$'200, 000,000 his cow bad kicked ovvF HE 
reighbors say this story is an invention dating 
from the second day of the. lire. There wh- 
soraething unutterably grotesque in this ulti- 
mate atom feeling a reuse of responsibility for 
a catastrophe so stupendous, and striving by 
a fiction, which must have heavily taxed his 
highest powers of imagination to escape u 
reckoning ho was already J’ree from, 

‘ ’Like his'fellows the’niidge aud the nit, 

Through minuteness, to wit. ” 



JOHN HAY TRACES THE ORIGIN OF THE 
CHICAGO FIRE. 

Mr. John Hay, the “Little Breeches” and 
“Jim Bludso” man. was dispatched to Chicago 
by the New York Tribune to do the great fire, 
and, among several entertaining letters, is the 
following romantic tracing of its ongiu : 

“Man is the only animal who wastes his time 
in efforts to find out how things began for 
the mere pleasure ot knowing. We are not sat 
islied with our pleasure until We have poisoned 
them with that tlivor of realism. We. pursue 
our Burgundy until we have hunted it down 
to the vase where it spirts under the broad 
feet of the peasants of Beaune. And we arc 
equally uuwise in dwelling on the source of 
our troubles, instead of looking forward to the 
end of them, and tner. forgejting them wholly. 
The Nile is better worth seeing at. Karnak and 
Cairo than Nyanza. The Mississippi is far 
more enjoyable stream at :3pbky Point or Al- 
ton, than at Itaska lake. Ye good men, sensi- 
ble iu the man, was thsir lives iu tracking 
them to those savage thickets, where nature 
has hidden away their cradles 3afe from the 
tread of the world. 

••I see the folly or all this plainly enough, 
but the human nature in me will not let me 
follow my own precepts. I have here before 
* me six miles, more or Iqss, of the finest confla- 
gration ever seen. I have smoking ruins and 
ruins wnicli have brokeu themselves ol smok- 
ing; churches as romautic in their dilapida- 
tion as Melrose by moonlight; mountains of 
brick and mortar, and forests of springing 
chimneys; but 1 returned from them ail this 
morning to hunt for the spot where the fire 
started. It is the greatest and most brilliant 
apparition of the nineteenth century — mote 
reckless than Fisk, more remorseless than Bis- 
marck. Some details of its early life might 
not be without edification. There may be les- 
sons in its cradle and in its grave. These were 
the thougl ts that justified me in going to De 
Koven street, though the real reason was that 
I was curious to see the first footprint of the 
monster who hail trampled a great city out ol 
existence iu a day. 

‘•Nothing could be. more ignoble and com- 
monplace limn this quarter of Chicago. 1 
reached it by crossing over the long draw- 
bridge at Twelfth street, which was swinging 
gracefully oti its pivot as I *aine. The streets 
were all filled with wagons loaded dowu with 
furniture, which exposed to the gaze ot the 
loungers the broken lire of the family. The 
air of the quarter was wholly foreign and uot 
quite reputable. Even the little church ol’ St 
Wenzel added to t tie Bohemian air of the dis- 
trict. German volunteers were guarding the 
relief stores front hungry Czechs, who would 
make irregular forays on the provisions. Both 
sides thought their dignity required they 
should speak English instead of their nalit'e 
tongue. ‘Keep your fingers von dern pretzels 
off, or you ! git a hei on you.' ‘Yes ! I bet you 
got a heap ’o style, dou i it.' These colloquits 
sometimes give us moments of conjecture as 
to the final doom of our language. I found 
De Koven .street at last, a mean little street of 
shabby wooden houses, with dirty dooryards,

comer of Twelfth and Grayson streets, is the 
owner of a horse which was in the cavalry ser- 
vice in the Mexican war, and was in the battle 
of Chepat'tepec. When the late civil war broke 
out he was still vigorous and spirited, and was 
again placed in the service as a cavalry horse. 
He escaped all danger, and now, at the age of 
about thirty-five years, is still a useful animal, 
though so spirited at times as to render him 
almost unmanageable, and has always had n 
peculiar aversion to being shod, which he has 
exhibited to such an alarming extent every 
time shoeing becomes necessary that there is 
but one blacksmith in the city who will ven 
ture to shoe him, and that only by hobbling 
him so that he can not kick. Jack is the name 
he has carried with him tnrough all his hi«- 
tory. Whether or not the battles through 
which he passed gave his disposition a pugu- 
Iistic turn, is hard to determine; but, as he 
will not suffer any invasion from strnwrers 
upon his premises, it seems as if the war spirit 
still animates hint, and he defends himself by 
kicking, pawing, and biting. He is supple- 
jointed, and a tight rein is necessary to keep 
him in check when driving.

TIU AST) TR3 TARIFF. 

There has teen a good deal of rejoicing 
over the discovery of valuable tin mines in 
Utah Territory. The deposits are said to be 
wonderfully rich, an l to equal if not surpass 
tbe mines in Cornwall, Great Britain, the 
chief source of supply to the world. It is a 
very natural thing for an American, reflect- 
ing up in the benefits which ought to accrue 
to our people who uso tin so extensively, to 
rejoice that a new source of supply has licen 
discovered, an I innocently to suppose that if 
it (troves as rich and extensive in deposit ns 
suppose 1, it will prove a great blessing But 
if the Radical policy in this, as in other simi- 
lar cases is carried out, there will be much 
more 'need to curse the day that the discovery 
was mile. By this time some shrewd Yan- 
kee — some member of thi Cabinet or con- 
gressional ring — has, we venture to say, al- 
ready bought the mine or will buy it and all 
tins a ljacent territory. When once the title 
has been ma le snug and sound, and the Pres 
ident lies been furnished with his pro rata of 
stock in the company, C ingress will p»s3 an 
act putting a protective tariff of fifty or a 
hund e 1 per cent, oi imported tin The 
w lole Radical set, composed in equal 
parts of f*>ols, dupes, an 1 ace i n p! ices in ! 
the frau 1, will declare that the measure t 
is beneficent and laudable, showing the 
tosteri ig care of the parental government 
in protecting the developm mt of tin mining 
and manufacture, and excluding the foreign 
article from competition, to the extent ol the 
tariff. Those who look at things without ! 
hiving their vision blinded by either of the 
three disabling causes under which the friends 
of such measures labor, will call such a tariff 
a deliberate robbery of tiie great body of the 
American people, to enrich a few favorites 
The tax will go, not to flu treasury, where 
revenue is received, but to the pockets of the 
owners of the tin mines And, as is the case 
with all such taxes, they will coine from the 
poor in ten-fold proportion .as from the rich. The 
wojithy can do without the iuxury of tin 
wire. They cmeit from china or silver- 
wire, an 1 drink from glass or gold, hut the 
laboring mm mast hare his tin bucket, his 
tin cap, and his t n- washed spoon. What if 
he shall have to pay ten cents for a cup when 
he now pays five, or thirty cents for his bucket 
when he now pays twenty ? The swindling 
political economists who teach this system, 
which they call protection to American indus 
try, argue that the sum is so small, and the 
laboring man so little posted in such mat- 
ters, lie will pay the tax uncomplainingly, 
especially as being indirect, he may not see 
why or for whose benefit he pays the in- 
creased cost, an l miy attribute the advance 
to the natural lawa governing trade. Tne 
Forty-first Congress passed a s'milar hill i:i 
regard to copper. 1'lie wold rang with 
maivellous tales of the richness o' the Like 
S iperior copper mines, and any one arguing 
from natural cause to effect or from the rule 
of demand anl s ipply wo rld have thought, 
tli it, if copper w is to be cheap . any where in 
the world it would he in America. But it was 
too gool an opening not to he ma le available 
bv the harpies, who are always lookin. out 
for such things, and a bill was lobbied through 
Congress to protect the copper interests b> 
imposing a tariff of forty per cent-, or there- 
abouts, on imported copper. It was a swin- 
dle, as apparent as the pig-iron, or Bessemer 
Steele, or salt tariff, and amoun's in effect to 
requiring* every man who boys a hundred 
doll irs’ worth of copper in any shape to do- 
nate to the producers of Like S ljieri >r cop- 
per forty dollars as a bonus exioted through 
Federal legislation. Bat why speak of cop 
pit ? The same is the case with regard to 
everything male in the Fist, frun codfish to 
castor oil, and from salt to soda-ash, the 
amount received from importations, as revenue 
by the Fedeial Government, represent- 
ing only about one tenth of the sum 
total which the people pay annually 
to the monopolists for whese benefit the tariff 
is imposed. The Secretary of thy Treasury- 
reports a revenue of front one huulre l an l 
fifty to two hundrod millions from tariff, and 
the Radical editors of the three classes 
enumerated say this is the only lax levied 
on this account — some of them of the 
double-dyed strain, even going so far as to 
say that it is not the people of this country 
who pay the tariff colie :te l at the ports, hut 
the foreign minufactu'er or the imp >rter, 
instead of the consumer. But only fools or 
knives hold this view now, and the idea that 
it is tho people of every government who pay 
its taxes has generally been conceded, and 
thit there is no potent process, either of im- 
port or export tariff, by which we can make 
a foreign people pay our expenses. Every 
dollar raised by the government by tariff or 
other tax, however indirect, comes from our 
people ; besides this, where manufactures are 
protected, as it is called, by a tariff which 
virtually excludes imperts of the same class 
of material or manufacture, the government 
gets only what is collected at the Custom 
Uousesless cost of collection, while the man 
ufacturers or other monopolists, realize the 
per centage embraced in tho tariff-list upon 
all the articles they sell. This lias been 



shown by the statistics to he nine or ten 
times greater than the tariff, so that the 
tax paid by the people of the United States 
for the inexpressible felicity of protecting 
home industry, as the rascals put it. amounts 
to one and a half to two thousand millions 
of dollars per annum, or ten times the 
amount received as revenue from tariff. 1 
matters not that the high rate of tariff’ acle 
to exclude many articles oi prime use, th 
introduction of which, at a low or reasonable 
tariff, would yield a handsome revenue, the 
object of the impost not being to raise revcm e 
but to fatten a few at the expense of the 
many, the in ire effective they become in ex- 
cluding all foreign competition, the more suc- 
cessful the scheme. The day is coming when 
the mystery which beclouds the tariif and 
keeps the mass of the people from realizing 
that the protective system is one of robbery 
and fraud will he dispelled, and the true la^ 
of political economy prevail, whereby only ; 
tariff for revenue will he laid on imports, and 
that upon only a few articles, with relercnci 
simply to the collection of the necessary tax 
and not to the protection of special interests 
Of fattening of favorites. 

New Application ok Steam. — Among 
the many improvements in cities which the 
enforced unbuilding of Chicago has suggested 
is that of heating the entiie town with steam, 
in a manner very similar to that by which it i 
was formerly lighted — by means of pipes run- 
ning under ground from some central reser- 
voir to each house, thus doing away forever 
with the annoyance caused hv had coal, damp 
wood, kindling, &c. It may bo doubted, jays 
the New York Times, whether the time is 
ripe for so extensive an improvement ; hut 
when we remember that steam may Ihi lorced 
through these pipes to an immense distance, 
with very slight diminution of heat, and at 
the rate of seven miles per minute, it does 
indeed seem as if the day could not he far 
distant when a practical application shall le 
made of what lias long been theoretically ad- 
mitted.

CIVIL LIBERTY AGAINST MARTIAL LAW. 

The penalty of keeping ilie present Radical 
; rulers ill power, is the periodical disturbance ! y 0 jj orace Greeley 
! of the whole country with wars and rumors ot 
wars. This game was lirst played successfully 
on the approach of Gen. Grant’s lirst election. 

Nothing coald have been more complete and 
absolute limn the surrender of the South, at 
the close of the war. Not a soldier was in 
arms, nor even an imaginary Ko-Klux, when 
the Radical leaders began to tear tor their Con- 
gressional majority, if the Southern States 
were re-admitted to their riglit3 in the Union 
That unchecked predominance of a partisan 
majority, which is one of the greatest curses 
any country can endure, would have Become 
questionable, if a fair, free representation ot the 
Southern States joined the Democratic and-Con- 
servative members on the Hour of Congress. It 
was in dread of it that the Radical leaders 
proposed to the man of their own choice, An- 
drew Johnson, the overthrow of Constitutional 
government at the South. To bis eternal honor, 
he rejected their ptoposals. He had begun his 
term ot presidential oriice by decHninga gift ot a 
carriage and horses. This independence in small 
things was shown in larger ones. He rejected 
the offers of the Radical tempters, who, like 
Satan, proffered him, in fact, a kingdom, if he 
would make one out of the free Republic of the 
United States of Ameiica. Boldly, doggedly, 
he adhered to the Constitution of his country, 
till the crew of conspirators against it deter- 
mined to get rid of him by an impeachment, 
and merge tbe Executive with the Legislative 
powers; they had already silenced and intimi- 
dated i lie Judiciary. How they labored to ac- 
complish their eud, the future historian will 
relate, when lie tells of the let unfinished 
struggle lor Constitutional liberty. Every en- 
gine. every influence was brought to bear oo 
the Senate to w ring from it a corrupt and false 
conviction ot the man whose only offense was 
that- he hud kepi the oath oi his great office: 

‘•1 do solemnly swear that I will faithfully ex- 
ecute the office of [’resident ot thedj oiled States, 
and will, to the best of my ability, preserve, pro- 
tect, and defend the Constitution of tbe United 
States.’ Military influence was called in to help 
them. Gen. U. S. Grant, then commanding the

By the President of the United Slates, a Procla- 
mation: 

Favorable seasons have again enabled the 
husbandmen to garner their fruit successfu'ly, 
and industry hus been generally well rewarded. 
We are at peace with all nations, and tran- 
quility, with a few exceptions, prevails at 
home. Within the past year vve have, in the 
main, been free from ills which elsewhere af- 
fected our kind. If some of ns have Imd 
calamities, there should he occasion for sym- 
pathy with the sufferers and resignation on 
their part to the will of the Most High, and 
rejoicing to the many who have been more 
favored. I therefore recommend that on 
Thursday, the 30tl» d *y of November, the peo- 
ple meet at their respective places of worship, 
there to make the usual acknowledgments to 
Almighty God for the blessings He lias con- 
ferred upon them — their merciful exemptions 
from evils — and invoke His protection and 
kindness for their le$3 fortunate brethern, 
whom, in His wisdom, he deemed it best lo 
chastise; in faith whereof, I have hereunto set 
and caused the seal of the United States to be 
affixed. Done at the city of Washington this, 
the 28th day of October, in the year of our 
Lord one thousand eight hundred and seventy- 
one, and of the independence of the United 
States the ninety-sixth.

KENTUCKY WAR CLAIMS. 

Washington, Uctooer 28th. — The State of 
Kentucky has applied by its attorneys for a 
mandamus to compel the Secretary of the 
Treasury to sign a warrant for the payment of 
that State for the reimbursement of its expenses 
in raising and equipping home-guards during 
the war. The claim, which is about half a 
million dollars, was approved by the proper 
accounting officers of the Treasury; but when 
it came before Secretary Boutwell, last summer, 
he refused to sign the warrants for the dis- 
bursement of the money, and Kentucky now 
asks a mandamus to compel him to do so. The 
notice was served to-day, the order being made 
returnable in the Supreme Court of the district, 
November 3d. The important question whether 
the Secretary of the Treasury is anything more 
or higher than a mere ministerial officer, and 
has authority to interpose for the prevention of 
frauds on the Government, and to stop pay- 
ments which he believes wrongful and illegal, 
will be settled. Several cases involving the 
same points are now pending in various stages, 
hut will probably be governed by the decision 
in that from Kentucky, which will be reached 
lirst.

ftfl^-Theodoric It. Pryor, son of General 
Rotter A Pryor, whose body was found floating 
in East River on tiie 23d, was twenty years of 
age and a student of taw. nt Princeton Col- 
lege, one of his class-mates, who ranked next 
to him in honors, said: “1 had competitors — 
Pryor tout none. No one thought of disputing 
his leadership.” He led the class in every 
study, although one of its youngest members. 
His favorite studies were mathematics and 
metaphysics. When he came to graduate it 
was hard to find a parallel lor his standing. 
For a hundred years no student had stood so 
high, anil tile one who catne the nearest to him 
was Aaron Burr, who graduated just n hun- 
dred years ago. The highest average mark in 
tlie college is 100. Young Pryor’s 09.9 He 
gained I tie Jay Cooke Prize of $1,000 for ex- 
cellence in mathematics, and a year ago he 
went to Eugland and entered at Cambridge. 
The same success attended him there as at 
Princeton. He remained live months and re- 
ceived a scholarship. On Sunday morning, the 
loth of October, lie arose rather late. He sat 
over the tire in a shiver, as though lie had a 
chill, lie complained of a headache, and his 
face was marked w ith dark lines. He appeared 
quiet, listless, now and then sinking into a 
reverie unusnal to him. At dinner he rallied 
and discussed with ti is father the merits of a 
scene in ‘-The Rivals” as compared with a 
chapter in Pickwick, quoting both from mem- 
ory. He remained at home most of the day, 
in the evening going with his mother to Dr. 
Yan Dyke’s CliuVch. On his return he went 
into the library and opening Shakspeure read 
Julius Ciesar — always a favorite play . When 
he closed the volume the paper knife showed 
he had reached the third act. About half- 
past 9 he said to his mother, "1 feel warm, I 
shall take a little walk and cool off.” He was 
never seen alive afterward by any one who 
knew him. The accepted theory of the physi- 
cians and of those who have studied the case 
is, that he was suffering from congestion of the 
braio; that this brought with it a temporary 
derangement of his reason, and that he walked 
off the dock at Wall Street Ferry within five 
minutes after he left home.

Anon, and as wu talked, twilight 
flowed in and filled up the valley; the dusty 
sunshine climbed the steep mountain opposite; 
the hither bill-slopes clothed themselves in 
royal purple; and down by the stream, where 
the bed of the valley broadened, a coyote sat 
alone, plaintively lifting bis falsetto voice in a 
cry that seemed to penetrate to the remotest 
recesses of the mountains, and return again 
like a wail from another world; and belorethe 
echo was entirely lost to our car we turned and 
fled to the hotel .
